 The Arkansas State Highway and Transportation Department (AHTD), in conjunction 

with the Federal Highway Administration (FHWA), will conduct an open forum Location and 

Design Public Hearing to discuss the proposed new location route between Hillbilly Lane and 

Highway 23 in the City of Ozark. The hearing will be held on Thursday, March 29, 2012, from 

4:00 p.m. to 7:00 p.m., at the Ozark High School (Library), located at 1631 Hillbilly Drive in 

Ozark.  

 

The open forum format allows concerned citizens the opportunity to attend the hearing 

anytime between the hours of 4:00 p.m. and 7:00 p.m. Representatives of the project’s consultant 

will be present to answer questions concerning the proposed project. Information on the proposed 

design, right of way appraisal and acquisition procedures, and the environmental documentation 

will be available at the hearing. 

 

The proposed project will construct a route on new location between Hillbilly Lane and 

Highway 23 in the City of Ozark. The proposed project design will consist of two 12-foot lanes 

and 5-foot sidewalks with curb and gutter.
